pointed to the vacancy, filling the 
same folio. Mr “Garieny res- 
igned because of press of business 
and will continue a member of the 
legislature. 

Mr. Gariepy tor. some ‘time has 
been concerning himself about his 
own. bisiness, and intimated: that 
he might find it necessary to res- 
ign. The shift-in ~ the portfolios 
was made, it is understood because’ 
he desired a higher post. How- 
ever, he decided that he could not 
give sufficient time to the govern- 
ment work and pressed his resig- 
nation upon the premier. 

The premier gave out this tate- 
ment this afternoon. 

‘I very much regret that for per, 
soal business reasons Mr. Gariepy 
has tendered his resighation as 
provincial secretary. feel that 
he has been a very able adviser of 
the crown in this province, and 
that his services will be greatly 
missed, On finding, thid after- 
noon, that he would not reeonsid- 
er his resignation, I asked Mr. J,! 
L. Cote, of Grouard, to join the 
cabinet as provincial secretary. 
This Mr. Cote agreed to do, and 
he was sworn in this afternoon. 

Mr. Cote, the newly appointed 
minister, is a very popular mem- 
ber of the house, of which he has 
been a member since 1909. He was 
born May 26, 1876, at Le Eboule- 
ments, Que, "and educated at the 
Commercial academy, Montmag- 
ny Quebee., and at Ottawa Colle- 
ge. He was with the department 
of the interior from 1892 to 1969. 
He was on the staff of the Alaska 
boundary survey during the sum- 
mers of 1893 to 1895. He was on 
government work in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and British Colum: 
bie, and was in Dawson from 1900 
to 1903. He settled in Edmonton 
in 1907 and is a member of the 
firm of Cote and Smith, land sur- 
veyors. He was elected to the le- 
gislature in 1909, 1913 and 1917. 
He married Cecile Gagnon in 1907 
and has four sons. He is a Ro- 
man Catholic. _ 

Hon Wilfred Gariepy in tend- 
ering his resignation as a mem- 
ber of the Provincial Cabinet gave 
out the following statement. 

‘¢You may announce that I have 
today resigned office as a member 
of the cabinet and that I have 
done so for reasons which are abso- 
lutely of personal and business na- 
ture. I am joining a legal firm 
in Eastern Canada, and J shall in 
future devote my time to the prac- 
tice of my profession. However 
this does not mean that I shall ab- 
andon Edmonton altogether, as I 
have business intrests here which 
will require my attention on the 
ground, gnd I retain my seat in 
the legiskature. 

‘‘T eannot speak too highly of 
the eeurteous;- considerate and 
generous, treatment which I have 
at all times received from Premier 
Stewart aswell as from the other 
members of his government. Ne- 
ver shall I forget the cordial and 
harmonious relations which have 
have existed between us. I am 
leaving the government with only 
the most pleasant recollections. 
The years spent in the service of 
the veavnes as a minister of the 
crown shall be amongst the hap- 
piest of my life and words fail me 
to speak of the esteem and confi- 
dence which I entertain tow ard 
Prime minister Stewart.’

The case for thrift in Canada at 
the present time may be briefly 
summed up. The country has 
been in a state of unexampled 
prosperity for the past two years 
owing, it is quite clear to unus- 
ual war conditions. Wages have 
been high, profits are large and

there is a total absence of unem 
ployment. Very many workers 
are earning more than ever before 


and thousands are wage-earners, 
for the first time. With all this 
prosperity and the faet that they 
are not accustomed to judicious 
disposal of their money, many 
spend their entire surplus on the 
assumption that this prosperity 
will go on forever. 

The appeal now is to the people 
of Canada to Immediately under- 
take a vigorous campaign of per 
sonal thrift, to abstain from the 
purchase of all luxuries and non 
essentials, and to endeavor to ae 
cumulate as great a saving as pos 
sible. Naturally many people will 
say they are now living as econ- 
onomically as they can and that 
their standard of living has actua 
lly been lowered owing to the 
high prices of articles of food and 
clothing. This may be true, but 
it does not alter the fact that 
there is still much extravagance 
and that this exists to a danger 
|}ous degree when we remember the 
temporary character ef the pros 
perity and the perils of the period 
lof readjustment that will follow

The] 
elimintion of luxuriés and non-es- 
sentials would as a matter of fact 
release labor and material for 
war purposes instead of using 
ese great and scarce necessities

The examples of other countries 
should inspire Canadians to much 
greater effort in thrift. France 
has been able to face her four yrs. 
of terrible trial by reason of her 
background - of personal _ thrift. 
Great Britain is practicing it as 
perhaps nover before. The Unit- 
ed States is fast piling up vast 
sums of money for the use of her 
own and the armies of the Allies. 
Canada has done much to finance 
her own part in the war but no one 
ean say that the limit of saving 
has been reached or even approa- 


ghed.

The Kaiser says ‘‘An Honorable 
Peace.’’ The Germans will get 
peace, but they will not get it un- 
til they are ready and willing to 
throw down their arms and ad- 
mit that Civilization has triumph- 
ed over the most damnable and 
barbarious nation on earth. It 
is nothing new for Germany to 
seek peace. Except in one or two 
instances in history the German 
barbarians have had to ask for 
peace, and take what peace was 
granted to them. Germany is and 
always has been a nation of cow- 
ards. The German will fight hard 
if he happens to be in the major- 
ity about ten to one. But when 
there is anything like an even 
fight, the German is always willing 
to slink away like a whipped eur. 
This has been the German record 
all down the ages. 

Germany is not going to get 
the peace she would like: Great 
Britain and her Allies have lost 
too much in blood and treasure 
to consider any peace move while 
Germany is in a position to say a 
word about it. 

The Allied troops will keep on 
fighting the good fight until Ger- 
many and her mad ruler come to 
their senses, and are in a repent- 
ant mood. The end is in sight, 
but it is a far different end than 
the Kaiser wishes for. 

The war must go on until Civ- 
ilization becomes safe from’ the 
madness of an irresponsible nat- 
ion such as Germany has proved 
herself to be.

Germans Ask For Immediate Sus- 
pension of Hostilities.

Amsterdam, Oct. 5 (Associated 
Press)—The immediate  suspen- 


sion Of hostilities has been propos- 
ed by the imperial German chan- 
ecllor, Prince Maximilian, in the 
reichstag, according to the Berlin 
correspondent of the Tijd. The 
entente allies are to be asked to 
state their terms,

Lorrainne and the return of the 
German colonies. 

The terms of the entente allies 
will be agked at the same time, 
with the object of forming a bas- 
is for the consideration of these 
important questions.

A whisper came down-—''5 min- 
utes to zero,”’ and I got a drink of 
rum, anid believe me one needs it 
alrightalright whatever temperan- 
ce reformers may think about it. 

“Four minutes, 38 minutes, 2 
minutes, 1 minute, 30 seconds. 
Then came three sharp barks from 
a whiz bang battery, and the show 
was on. Hell broke loose all al- 
ong the front. You had to shout 
to make yourself heard, and what 
I noticed at the moment was that 
the horses which stood by the guns 
already harnessed to pull the guns 
forward never so muéh as reared, 
but stood still as if nothing at all 
was going on. ‘ 

From now on I must confine 
my story to my own battalion, in 
fact to my own company, in places 
as one can only see a small part of 
what is happening and that direet- 
ly on your own front. 

Another brigade went over first 
and we were to follow them and 
go through them. Shortly after 
the barrage had started we pushed 
on towards the river which we 
were to cross by bridge, each unit 
having one particular bridge to 
cross. It was here J think every 
one expected to get heavy fire, but 
there were no shells firing and we 
got across O.K., and it was about 
1,000 yards the other side we ran 
into Fritzs’ return barrage, and 
it was sure heavy, but I am glad 
ta say that we suffered few casual- 
ties. Here we hit a treneh run- 
ning the way we were headed aid 
we got into it, but found it already 
filled with troops and the enemy 
was knocking it about something 
hellish with heavy stuff and mix- 
ing it up with gas. 

The order came to put on gas 
masks, but as nearly everyone was 
drenched with perspiration, and 
already out of breath, it was diffi- 
cult to keep it on, and the best 
that could be done was to put the 
tube in our mouths and elip over 
your nose and keep going on. Ev- 
ery few yards or so we were com- 
pelled to leave the trench as the 
wounded and others occupied it. 
Here again we were favored and 
suffered few casualties. During 
this period a heavy ground mist, 
combined with the smoke of the 
shells, obscured the vision and it 
was only possible to see but a few 
yards ahead. 

At last we got ahead of the bar- 
rage and as the mist began to lift 
the enemy could be seen on the 
high ground, retreating as fast as 
he could, and the only resistanee 
was from machine gun fire, which 
was pretty hght at this point. 

Coming out of the heavy shell 
fire into the open free from it was 
like walking from darkness into 
bright sunshine.

STEERS WORTH 13c. IN LACOMBE| 


Never in the history of this gen- 
eration have cattle sold for the 
prices they have been selling this 
year. Buyers are paying as high 
as thirteen cents for good beef 
steers delivered in Lacombe, and 
when you think of a steer 
weighing a little over 1300 Ibs. 
bringing $170.00 you realize how 
necessary beef is to the armies 
fighting at the front. All classes 
of cattle are high, and it will like- 
ly be some little time before we can 
expect much change in the prices 
of either hogs, sheep, or cattle. 

Bacon is needed at the front as 
well as beef, and there is not en- 
ough to go round. Wool sold lat- 
ely as high as 72 1-2 cents per th. 
in Toronto, and mutton is in such 
demand in the States and Canada 
that Australian mutton is being 
shipped in large quantities. 

The farmers in this district are 
in perhaps the best shape financial- 
ly of any place in Alberta. They 
have kept at mixed farming and 
have never experienced the fail- 
ures that those depending on grain 
have been subjected to. Had the 
hay not been short this year, hun 
dreds of cattle would have been 
carried till spring, and more mon 
ev still, realized on them. The 
western part of this district has 
the largest crop on record, and the 
farmers out there are shipping 
cattle from the south where food 
Is scarce
